So long as the present 
status continues it will be impossible to adjust the Soviet Zone 
to the official SEP policy ? because of the unabating political 
and economic effect on the Zone of that "field of energy"* West 
Berlin, At the party school during the 'last few days the ques- 
tion has often been discussed, how to make the position of the 
West Magi st rat impossible, fcr example by provocations designed 
to bring forth petitions to the western Allies calling for the 
dissolution of the Magistral on the ground that its continuance 
would endanger public safety and order in the city* The climax 
of these actions will* in his opinion* be the so called 
"Whitsuntide March" of the FP»I from the whole East Zone. It 
is planned to use this mass of youth to bring about a spontaneous 
demonstration not only of Hast Berlin but also of the Soviet 
Zone in which Berlin will he formally proclaimed as the capital 
of the TDR* thus doing away with the old four-power status 
completely. Of particular interest here is the thought that 
this demonstration will not he directed against the continued 
presence of western Allies In Berlin* but against the West 
Magistrate After the dissolution of the latter* the western 
Allies would administer their see tors directly in the fora of 
an international settlement expressly conceded by the Soviet 
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occupation power., with no political or economic functions in 
the hands of German authorities. The foregoing trend of 
thought is reported to he supported by Fleck *s immediate 
advisors Dr* Zuckermann and Vvande] and to have been discussed 
by Ulbricht in Moscow* 

SSD leaders are also concerning themselves with the western 
unemployment problem; they are seeking methods of bringing 
this nart of the working element into a connection with the 
Communist Party* Talks are taking dace with a view to
